EIGHTEEN HOURS 


Ferintosh, May 27.—The twin chil- 
dren, aged five and a half years, of

Church Unionists Are 
Very Much Opposed To 


Proposed Amendment 


Toronto, May 27.—Objections to the 
amendment passed by the private bills 
committee of the house of commons 
to the church union bill are set forth 
in a statement issued Monday by the 
churches seeking union. Eight points 
are made by the unionists in the 
statement. The first being that the 
amendment involves a fundamental 
change in the basis upon which union 
has been negotiated. 

It is stated that the decision in the 
Scottish law case was before the sub- 
committee on law of the joint commit- 
tee on church union from 1904 on- 
wards and the report of the sub com- 
mittee was framed to meet that situ- 
ation, both parties agreeing that if 
there was to be a union, it should be 
consummated by both federal and pro- 
vincial legislation so as to prevent 
possibility of litigation. {t is claimed 
that the amendment proposes to de- 
feat the intention of the negotiating 
churches in this respect. 

The second point claimed is that 
the necessary result of such an 
amendment would be a considerable 
delay of probably three or four years 
and possibly longer. 

The churches maintain that if the 
litigation were to proceed, and there 
were no legislation before the house, 
a decision adverse to the minority 
;would mean that they of the Presby- 
terian church in Canada would go in- 
to .the union without any provision 
for a minority, as a minority would 
then have no right whatever. 

It is stated that should it be held in 
the litigation that the general assem- 
bly, acting under the Barrier Act, 
had no power to adopt the basis of 
union, it is inevitable that the Pres- 
byterian church in Canada would ap- 
proach the parliament and ask for 
remedial legislation. In dealing with 
this phase the statement concludes: 

“Why should this whole matter be 
kept in the state of uncertainty for 
years when parliament has now the 
opportunity of making a fair and 
equitable settlement which will en- 
able all the interests concerned to

NEW ALBERTA COAL PLAN 


Toronto, May 27.--ollowing a con- 
ference yesterday between Premier 
Ferguson and Karl Lawson, G, H. Kil- 
gour, K.C., and Colonel Gordon, the 
Ontario government’s representatives 
in connection with the investigation 
going on into Alberta coal rates, it 
was announced that Ontario and Al- 
berta jointly, will submit a new  pro- 
posal to Sir Henry Thornton, presi- 
dent of the Canadian National rail- 
ways, in an effort to get a lower rate 
on western coal into Ontario. 

The proposal is that two trainloads 
of the Alberta fuel be sent eastward 
as a practical and actual test of cost 
per ton of transportation,

pay $7 a to nfreight charges on the 
test shipment and in case the actual 
cost exceeds $7 the dominion zovern-

Certain definite abnormalities in 
pigs such as complete or partial hair- 
lessness, undeveloped hoofs, blindness 
large flabby and unnaturally develop- 
ed neck and head all arise from the 
same cause or causes. Pigs so affect- 
fed usually die although the sow re- 
mains normal. 

Pregnant sows which are fed a 
highly nitrogenous ration, given un- 
sufficient exercise, and little or no 
vegetable or mineral matter are us- 
jually the heaviest sufferers, 

This indicates a deficiency of some 
jnecessary element in theration, Con- 
{trol of the trouble lies in preventive 
;feeding and improved management of 
ithe sow. It is imperative that the 
lsow be encouraged to take daily ex- 
fercise. In so far as it is practical, 
lseparate the feed trough, sleeping 
‘cabin, and hay rack, or if the sow is 


}housed in a shed or straw stack ad- 
!jacent to or situated in the barn yard 
|the feeding trough should be placed 
jsome distance away so that she has 
ino alternative but to take exercise, 
;Close confinement of the pregnant 
| sow must be carefully avoided. t 
| Bran should always form part. of 
{the ration; to this should be added 
;such meals as shorts, screenings, oats 
ior barley supplemented with 5 per, 
icent of tankage and 1 per cent of 
}bone meal. Pulped mangels or boiled 
turnips and clover hay, preferably 
jalfalfa, are suitable roughages. Min- 
lerals in the form of charcoal, earth, 
| soft coal or wood ashes, ete. should 
always be available for the sows. I 
If these measures fail, medicinal | 
treatment must be resorted to. Scien-! 
tific investigation has demonstrated | 
that the addition of iodine in some! 
form to the sow’s ration may remedy 
the trouble. In Eastern Canada where 
only an occasional litter may be af- 
fected, exercise and proper feeds 
should be successful, but where hair- 
lessness is common, iodine should be 
administered during the gestation per- 
iod, or at least for the greater part 
of it. A solution of one ounce of po- 
tassium iodide in a gallon of water 
may be prepared and when this solu- 
tion is supplied to the sow in the meal 
ration at the rate of a tablespoonful 
per day she gets a daily allowance 
of about two grains of the drug, 
which is sufficient. -—- Experimental 
Farms Note.

Here and There 


Russia has more illiterates, and at 
the same time, more bookshops than 
any other country in Europe, 


The largest ‘consignment of silk 
from the Orient. for many months, 
consisting of 5,500 bales, valued at 
$9,000,000, formed part of the cargo 
of the “Empress of Russia” recently, 


A shipment of silk from China, 
consisting of ten carloads, valued at 
two million dollars, went forward 
from Vancouver to New York 
under special guard over the Cana- 
dian Pacific lines recently. 


The first of a series of six new 
Seaplanes being constructed for the 
Canadian Government has just been 
delivered. The new planes are to 
be used in forest patrol for the pre- 
vention of destruction by fire, 


Following the disastrous earth- 
quakes and fires which devastated 
large areas in Japan, the Canadian 
Pacifie liners “Empress of Canadn” 
and “Empress of Australia” were 
thrown open to the accommodation 
of thousands of refugees, while the 
officers and men of the vessels did 
snlendid work in organizing and 
assisting rescue parties, 

The rapid increase in the export 
butter trade of Saskatchewan during 
the past year or two, has been the 
outstanding feature of the Provin- 
cial dairy industry. Recently the 
Saskatchewan Co-operative Cream- 
eries made a shipment of 25,000 Ibs. 
of butter to China, 


For almost two decades the major 
portion of the world’s supply of 
cobalt has been derived from the 
siiver-cobalt-nickel arsenides of tha 
Cobalt district, according to figures 
compiled by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. The cobalt production of 
Canada in 1922 was 564.960 pounds, 
Which at $3.25 a pound, would be 
worth $1,852,370. 


Canada’s trade within the Empire 
is increasing, For the twelve months 
ended July, Canada exported to 
other parts of the. Empire goods 
amounting to $453,427,899. This is 
in comparison with $254,992,074, the 
figure for the correswnding twelve 
months previous, Imports from Brit- 
ish Empire countries during the two 
twelve months’ periods were: Ended 
July, 1928. $195.811,190; ended July, 
1922. $153,185,581,

A wheat crop of 382,514.009 hush- 
els is forecasted in a report issued 
hy the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
ties. The report is based upon the 
condition of cronz at the end of July, 
and indieates that the Prairie Prov- 
inces will produce 357,295,000 bush- 
els of wheat if weather conditions 
continue favorable. Manitoba, it is 
exnected, will have a total wheat 
yield of 44,468,000 bushels; Sas- 
katchewan 211,051.000; and Alberta 
101,776,000 bushels. Alberta is the 
only province to show an increased 


yield as compared with 1922, 


A party of five journalists, rep- 
resenting the leading newspaners 
of Switzerland, who recently arrived 
at Ouchee, are the guests in Canada 
of E. W. Beatty, President of the 
Canadian Pacifie Railway. They 
will tour the Dominion in the inter- 
ests of Swiss colonization. Stons 
will be made at different points 
where Swiss people are farming, and 
opportunity will be given to mem- 
bers of the party to converse with 
as to the desirability of Canada as 
a place for Swiss colonists 


In a letter on “Canada-and Land 
Settlement.” published by the Morn- 
ing Post, Sir Geo.

Findlay’s contention 
that Pigeon Lake would furnish a

Many western farmers are of the 
opinion that little or no money is to 
be made from fall pigs, but the re- 
sults of three years’ experiments at 
the Dominion. experimental farm, La- 
combe, show that almost as large pro- 
fits can be made from fall as from 
In 1921, with high 


‘prices for pork, spring ‘litters showed, 
a profit of $11.05 per pig and fall lit- 
ters a profit of $10.90 per pig. In 
1922, 54 spring farrowed pigs made a 
‘profit of $4.11 each, while 75 fall far- 
rowed pigs made a profit of $4.90 
each. In 1923 spring-farrowed pigs 
made a profit of $5.08 each, and fall- 
farrowed pigs made $3.62 each. The 
last mentioned pigs were sold at $6.25 
per hundred. On the average 4.2 
pounds of meal was required to pro- 
duce a pound of pork with pigs on 
summer pastures. It costs more to 
produce pork in the winter, but usual- 
ly the price in the spring is high 
enough to more than offset the extra 
cost,

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These pigs were all raised and fed 
under conditions that can be duplicat- 
ed on any farm. Four essentials to 
success with fall litters are, proper 
breeding and feeding, early farrowing 
and clean, dry, but not overwarm 
quarters.. Successful winter feeding 
requires an active hog which — will 
stand feeding in close confinement, 
as in very cold weather wide range 
is almost impossible. The Yorkshires 
are well suited to these conditions, 
and for three winters have given bet- 
ter results than either the Berkshires 
or the Duroc Jerseys. The York- 
shires. will feed and run around and 
keep warm, while in cold weather 
the others will feed, go back to their 
cabins, and lie down and shiver.

stronger and more even than spring 
litters, and hairless pigs are almost 
unknown in the fall. Fall litters 
must not be overfed. Many pigs are 
ruined by heavy feeding during the 
first few weeks after weaning. A 
hungry pig is usually a healthy, active 
big, while an overfed pig is easily 
crippled and stunted, Fall pigs will 
Winter well in a straw covered shel- 
ter, but not over ten or twelve pigs 
should be allowed in one lot. If the 
smaller pigs are kept separate from 
the larger they will do better, and 
crowding and steaming in the shelter 
will be avoided. 


By raising two litters a year the 
returns from the sows can bé alinost 
doubled, and the year’s profits very 
largely increased. — Experimental 
Farms Note.

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NEW POLICY FOR 
CONTROL OF WEEDS 


Details of the new policy for the 
contco! and eradication of weeds in 
the province, which was decided upon 
by Hon, George Hoadiey, minister of 
agriculture, 
were elaborated at a conference held 


before going overseas, 


on May 10, of the new advisory board 
on weed policy, with Hon. R. G, Reid, 
acting minister of agriculture, as the 
chairman. Those present were Marl 
Cook, M.L.A. for Pincher Creek; W. 
H. Shields, M.L.A,, for Macleod; P. 
Ensenaur, M.L.A. for Alexandria, and 


‘W. H. Fairfield, superintendent of the 
‘Dominion experimental farm at Leth- 


bridge, together with officials of the 
department of agriculture. 

The new policy as advocated by the 
minister of agriculture, will emphas- 
ize the educational phase of eradi- 
cation rather than punishment. for 
non-destruction of weeds. Field su- 
pervisors have heen appointed, who 
will take the place of the old system 
of weed inspectors. These supervis- 
ors will work in clese co-operation 
with the agricultural representatives 
and the principals of the agricultural 
schools, in order that the local con- 


‘ditions of their various districts may 


be more thoroughly mastered with 
respect to weed control. They will 
also, rather than adapt policing 
methods, work in an advisory cap- 
acity to farmers, municipal councils 


and municipal weed inspectors as to 
‘the best methods of cultivation, and 


weed eradication.
